Jawaharlal Nehrit Port Trust Employees 

(Grant of Advance Inconntctlon with Festivals; 

Regulations, 1992 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) 
of section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act. 1963 (38 
of 1963), the Board of Trustees of the Jawaharlal 
Nehru Port hereby males the following regulations 
namely : 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These regu¬ 
lations shall be called the Jawaharlal Nehru Port 
Trust Employees (Grant of Advances in connection 
with Festivals) Regulations, 1992. 

(2) They snail come into force on the date of the 
nublication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitro r;.—In these regulations, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires. 

(a) ‘advance’ means the advance admissible 
under these Regulations; 
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(b) ‘Board’, Chairman and Head of Department 
shall have the meanings respectively assign¬ 
ed to them in thw Major Port Trusts Act, 
1965 (38 of 1963) 

(c) ‘Important festival’ means— 

1. Maker SankrantiiPongal 

2. Holi 

3. Ramzan (Id-id-Fiha) 

4. Buddha Pourninm 
5 Independence Day 

6. Gaae";h Chaturthi 

7. Pani New Year Day 

8. Onam 

9. Ide-Milad 

10. Rosh Hoshana 

11. Dasara 

12. Diwali 

13. Christinas 

14. Any other festival which the Cmormnn may 
declare by a general or special order, after 
taking into consideration the importance at¬ 
tached locally to such festival. 

3, Conditions of eligibility * 

(1) The advance shall be granted to all employees 
holding Class 111 & Class IV posts or equivalent to 
that posts. 

(2) Advance shall not be granted to : 

(i) Employees holding Class I & II posts. 

(ii) Persons not in the whole time employ of 
the Board; 

(iii) Persons paid from contingencies; and 

(iv) Trainees and apprentices. 

<v) An employee who i? not likely to continue in 
service for a period of at least one year be¬ 
yond the month in which the advance is 
disbursed. Temporary employees who 


have not completed one year service will 
be paid festival advance on furnishing a 
surety from a permanent employees. 

(3) An advance may be granted only on the eve 
of an important festival. 

(4) An advance will be admissible only on one 
occasion in a financial year. 

(5) An advance shall not be granted to an employee 
more than once in a financial year even if the festival 
qualifying for advance falls twice in a financial year. 

(6) An advance may be granted to an employee, 
if he is on duty or on earned leave or any oiher leave 
equipment thereto including maternity leave, but ex¬ 
cluding leave preparatory to retirement on the date 
on which the advance is applied for. 

(7) An advance shall not be granted to an employee 
unless an advance already granted to Kirn has been 
fully recovered. 

A, Advance not to bear interest- -An advance grant¬ 
ed under these regulations shall be free of interest. 

5. Amount of advance—The amount of advance 
which may be granted to an employee shall not ex¬ 
ceed Rupees one thousand. 

6. Form of application for advance—Applications for 
advance shail be made in the form prescribed in 
Annex. 1 to these regulations, 

7. Disbursement of advance—The amount of ad 
vancc shall be disbursed before the festival in respect 
of which the advance is grauted. 

8. Recovery of advance—(!) The amount of ad¬ 
vance paid to an employee shall be recovered from hhn 
in not more than ten equal monthly instalments. 

(2) The recovery of the amount of advance shall 
commence with th ' issue of pay or leave salary, as 
the case may be. for th'* month following that in which 
the advance is dab used. 

9. Interpretation—If any question arises! as to the 
interpretation of these regulations, it shah be referred 
lo the Board whose decision thereon shall be final.
